The world war cost the lives of 
7.582,300 soldiers of all countries; the 
money cost was between $185,000,000, 
IM10 and $105,000,000,000; in shipping, 
the toll w:ts 2.'t,005,3S:i tons of merchant 
vessels and 1,882,125 tons of war ves- 
sels. These figures were compiled by 
the War Department at the request of 
Senator McCumber, Kepubliean, of 
North Dakota, and were made public 
by him as the most telling reason why 
there should be a League of Nations.

information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

III. Membership. All persons resid- 
ing in this community are members and 
are entitled to attend meetings of the 
Association and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

IV. Dues. The annual dues of vot- 
ing members shall be ONE DOLLAR, 
payable at the time the application is 
received and annually thereafter at the 
time of the annual meeting. 

V. Officers. The officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall bo composed of voting 
members, and shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-President, a Secretary 
and Treasurer, and! a Board of Directors 
consisting of fifteen members. Each of 
the foregoing officers shall hold office 
for the tcnu of one year. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

The Board of Directors shall choose 
from their number four persons who, 
with the President of the Association, 
shall constitute an Executive Commit-

tec, of which tho President shall be 
Chairman, which Committeo shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
them shall be subject to the approval of j 
tho Board of Directors. 

There shall be no regular meetings of 
the Board of Directors, but meetings 
shall be held from time to time as tho 
business and interests of tho Association 
may require. A majority of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

VI. Meetings. An annual meeting of 
the Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may come before the 
meeting, shall be held during the month 
of March of each year on such dato as 
may be fixed by the Board of Directors 
or by the Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of the Association, but meetings 
shall be called by the President at any 
time upon the request of the Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Commit- 
tee, or upon tho written request of any 
ten voting members who shall state in 
writing the purpose for which they de- 
sire such meeting to be called. 

Whenever a meeting is to be called, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
post on the bulletin board a notice of 
the time, place and object of such meet- 
ing. Such notice shall be posted as long 
before the date of meeting as circum- 
stances permit, in order that all mem- 
bers shall have reasonable opportunity 
to attend the meeting. But in no case 
shall a meeting be convened on less 
than twenty-four hours' notice. 

Twenty voting members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 

VTI. Amendments. This Constitution 
may bo amended at any time by vote 
of two- thirds of the members present 
and entitled to vote, provided thirty 
days' notice of the meeting and of the 
proposed amendments shall have been 
given.
